Capt. Smith, who claims to be the 
flying time victor in the first lap 
of the race, is 29 years old. A Cal- 
ifornian by birth, he entered aviation 
fn 1912, atlos Angeles, as a mec - 
‘fe. In 1918 he acted as aviator sqout 
for the Mexican, Pancho Villa, in 
the latter's campaign against Victor- 
jlano Huerta. He returned to the 
United States and gave exhibition 
flights in machines of his own ¢on- 
struction. He received his Lieuter- 
ant’s commission in 1918, but was 
unable to get to France until the 
close of the war. In California he 
is known as a “epeed demon” auto- 
mobile racer as well as the holder of 
several flying records.

EXCEEDED INCOME DURING 1918

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Govern- 


mental expenditures for the 227 
American cities of more than 30,000 


population for the fiscal year of 1918 
exceeded revenues by $48,600,900, or 
$1.42 per capita, according to a re- 
port of the financial statistics of 
cities of over 20,000 by the Bureau 
of the Census today. 

In the report, Sam “LL. Rogers, Di- 
rector 6f the Census, shows that only 
80 of the 227 cities had excess of 
revenues over their expenditures, the 
excess totaling $22,323,060, or $1.60 
per capita, while for the remaining 
147 cities expenditures exceeded rev- 
enues by $70,923,990, or $8.48 per 
capita. Among the cities in which 
revenues exceeded all expenditures 
are New York, St. Louis, Pittsburg, 
Los Angeles, Washington, Portland 
and Denver. 

Tho argregate population of these 
227 cities was estimated at 34,300.- 
000, or nearly 33 per cent of the 
total population of the country. 

The entire indebtedness of the 227 
cities amounted to $2,661,451,213, or 
$77.66 per capita.

machinery. 


The 818,946 males reported in the 
tables worked on the average 17.6 
hours a week day. 

In the different industries the time 
worked by males varied from 6.5 
hours a week day in the bituminous 
coal industry to 8.7 hours In the con- 
fectionery industry, while in the dif- 
ferent states the hours’ work varied 
from 4.9 in Wyoming to 8.8 In Maine. 

For the United States as a whole 
32,423 males worked less than four 
hours a day on the average through 
the week days of the payroll period, 
while at the other extreme no fewer 
than 11,676 men worked at the rate 
of 12 hours a day or more for the 
same period. 

But despite the large numbers at 
the extremes, 172,750 males, or 64.23 
per cent of the entire number, 
worked at least seven, but less than 
10 hours a day on the average.

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FOR PEAK LOADS IN RIVER TRAFFIC. | 


“In the last year,” says Manager M. J. Sanders of 
the Mississippi- Warrior Waterways, “we have dem- 
onstrated that there is an available, navigable chan- 
nel between St. Louis and New Orleans and our free- 
dom from groundings and other navigation troubles 
has been very satisfactory.” 

Do we realize how important this demonstration 
has been? It is years since the execution of any im- 
provement of large magnitude in the river stretches 
between the two cities. In our unceasing wonder 
that commerce, usually so alert to opportunity, did 
not seize upon the stream and adapt it to its own 
purposes, it was perhaps natural that we should at- 
tribute lack of traffic to the limitations of the water 
course. 

But it seems that our frame of mind was regretta- 
bly akin to that of the sort of workmen who com- 
plain, not of their own shortcomings, but of the short- 
comings of their tools. All the while we were clamor- 
ing “Dig her deep through the valley” and dream- 
ing of some good treasury fairy to come and wave her 
wand for the miraculous transformation of our river, 
water was running down to the ocean in a navigable 
volume sufficient to float the commerce of an empire. 

For years the river has been ready, even impatient, 
to do its part. What was lacking was initiative on 
our own part. Greater depths would make possible the 
economies and convenience of still larger craft, but 
existing depths were already greater than those of 
foreign streams which were made the highways of 
enormoys traffic. Increased depths could come only 
as the result of a compelling pressure applied by 
peak loads in river traffic to which depths now avail- 
able are inadequate. 

Probably we are still a long way from peak loads in 
river-borne traffic, but our task now is to plan for 
peak loads. And it is immensely significant that in 
the exacting test of a twelvemonth of practical opera- 
tion, the only handicaps encountered have been in fn- 
ferior, back-number equipment. Navigable waters 
svherever situate—such is the imperious need of these 
times—must bé navigated, must be put to the uses of 
the people. 

Are there selfish influences which would obstruct 
their intensive and expanding use, such influences 

as those exerted by competing railroads in the past?

Both statements relative to whtaxed values cre- 
ated by Improvement and taxed social values created 
by population are strongly reminiscent of a theory | 
which, though made very familiar by much expound- | 
ing, is, unfortunately, not generally applied {n prac- 
tical taxation.

It was to be expected as a matter of course that the 
‘generally augmented rentals demanded from tenants 
should be followed by readjusted assessments from 
which the city revenues would benefit. If anybody, 
however, hoped that a remedy for rent profiteering 
would be found in higher taxes, a- swift calculation 
will convince him of his error. 

Rentals being capitalized on the basis of 10 per cent 
in fixing assessments, if the rent formerly fixed at 
$1000 a year for a $10,000 flat is increased to $1200, 
the taxable assessment is boosted to $12,000. The 
landlord received $200 a year more in rent, but on 
the increased assessment of $1200 he wili pay in 
higher taxes at present rates only about $29. |

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HOG ISLAND AND SENATOR JOHNSON. 


The delivery to the United States Shipping Board 
this week of the Nobles, a 7825-ton cargo carrier, by, 
the Amefican International Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion is the fiftieth steel ghip of that type turned | 
out at the Hog Island yard in the last 10 months. | 
Those 50 boats, with a total deadweight tonnage of, 
091;250, is a world’s record for construction. 

The “criminal failure” of Hog Island, however, is | 
still fresh in the public mind. That failure occurred 
in the intemperate, uninformed criticism of the Unit- | 
ed States Senate. At Hog Island itself, in the face’ 
of the most adverse conditions, a great plan for ship | 
construction was. undertaken to meet the all but 
fatal bottom shortage of the Entente rations. The 
plan was carried out. It is now bearing fruit. 

It will doubtless be remembered that the harshest 
senatorial critic of Hog Island was Senator Hiram 
Johnson, who pronounced it a “Saturnalia of waste,”’ 
with implications of graft which, under the circum- 
stances, amounted to treason. The fearful injustice 
of Senator Johnson's judgment is now-apparent. The 
daring of the Hog Island enterprise, its stupendous 
expenditure of energy and money, is vindicated. 
True, it lacks the dramatic vindication it would have 
achieved had the fortunes of war not intervened. 
But, as the world now knows, and as official circles 
knew at the time when the Hog Island ship-building 
project was undertaken, the U-boats had all but won 
the war, and the cry of Lloyd George for “Ships and 
ships, and yet more ships” was the cry of despair. 
It was to win a war that the Hog Island campaign 
was launched, a war that might go on for years and 
that would test civilization down to its “last loaf 
of bread” before the decision was reached. 

The judgment of Senator Johnson on Hog Island, 
unfair and uninformed, reveals in a striking way his 
mental processes, his penchant for sensationalism, 
his lack of vision. He is not dependable. And those 
who have been carried away by his sweeping and 
ill-considered criticisms of the League of Nations 
may well ask themselves if it isn't very probable 
that he is as badly mistaken about the covenant | 
as he was abodt the “miracle shipyard” at Hog 
Island. :

kampf I had thoughts of pro- 

ceeding with ali our available 
forces over the southern frontier 
against the line of the Narew (the 
chief northern defense of War- 
saw), our flanks being protected 
by the east frontier of East Prus- 
sia, so as to co-operate more ef- 
fectively with the Austrian army, 
in accordance with Gen. von Con- 
rad's plan. I had not yet been in- 
formed of the heavy reverses 
which had been sustained by the 
Austrian army. Orders were is- 
sued in conformity with this inten- 
tion, but it was already too late to 
put it into execution. 

On the l1éth 6f September we 
were at Insterburg, enjoying to the 
full our gatisfaction over our vic- 
tory and splendid achievements. 
All the greater was my surprise at 
my appointment as Chief of Staff 
of the Southern Army, which was 
being formed under Gen. von 
Schubert at Breslau. 

In the West the German 
vance had ended in a retreat. 

The right wing of the German 
force in the West was too weak

Of course, this wing should have 
been strengthened by corps drawn 
from Lorraine and Alsace.

Further, it 
was quite contrary to his plan to 
let the German forces there ad- 
vance so far forward against the 
Luneville-Epinal line and be com- 
pletely held up. 

That would have been the fate 
of the entire army ff, instead of 
advancing through Belgium, we 
had kept our right wing south of 
Longwy. Whilst we were bleeding 
to death before the fortresses on 
the Verdun-Belfort line, our right 
wing would have been attacked 
from Belgium and beaten by the 
combined Belgian, French and 
English armies. At the same time 
we should have lost our industrial 
region on the Lower Rhine. Our 
ultimate defeat would have been 
certain. 

The order to retreat from the 
Marne was tssued, whether on 
good grounds or not I have never 
been able to ascertain. 

Warns Germany of a Long War. 

It was obvious that the war 
would now continue for a iong 
time and require enormous sacri- 
fices of the fatherland. The hour 
had come when everything, literal- 
ly everything, would have to be 
staked on the war, and the work 
of enlightening our people would 
have to be undertaken on a large 
scale. 

I was astonished at the opti- 
mism I found in Ber- 
lin toward the end of October, 
1914. There scemed to be no real- 
ization of the tremendous gravity 
of our sitvation. | 

It was nothing leap than a fatal- 
ity, in view of the numerical in- 
feriority of the Dual Alliance and 
the fact that Germany was sur- 
rounded by enemies, that she did 
not win the war, which had been 
forced on her, by some over- 
whelming lightning stroke, and so 
lay low an enemy superior in 
numbers but not in training. 

Foresaw Huge British Army. 

We now had to face the pros- 
pect that in the course of the war 
the training of the armies would 
become equalized to a certain ex- 
tent, although it was reasonable to 
hope that the German army would 
long maintain a certain advantage 
over the others in virtue of its 
great traditions. The heavy losses 
in officers might be a serious mat- 
ter. At all events, & was essential 
that we should do all in our power 
to maintain our superiority in 
training, so that the superiority in 
men might not be felt so much. 

In particular, we had to face the 
prospect that England would make 
use of the time to fncrease her 
armaments and raise a powerful 
army, in addition to her fleet. She 
had quite enough men. 

In view of this, we could not 
neglect any means that might still 
enable us to win the war. 

Germany had to become an 
armed camp. That was the bur- 
den of the New Year’s message I 
sent to a newspaper on January 1, 
1915. 

In the autumn of 1914 and the 
winter of 1914-15 General Head- 
quarters had raised from 18 to 20 
new divisions. We formed new di- 
visions out of the Landwehr and 
Landsturm formations. We began 
by reducing the number of battal- 
fons in a division from 12 to nine, 
and forming fresh divisions out of

a great deal, though in many di- 

rections we did not do enough. 
Austria Not Under Control. 

The Austrian Army was not, at 
the beginning of the war, a first- 
class fighting instrument. Had 
we really entertained agressive 
intentions before the war, we 
would have insisted on Avwstria- 
Hungary's improving her arma- 
ments. Her railway communica- 
tions, which were totally idnade- 
quate, would also have been ex- 
tended. Our neglect in that re- 
spect was, in any case, a great mis- 
take. The Triple Alliance was on- 
ly a political union, while the 
Franco-Russian alliance was of a 
definitely military character, and 
this constituted a great advantage 
to our enemies. 

Even our arrangements with 
Austria-Hungary in the event of a 
joint war were of the poorest. 
Gen. Count von Schlieffen always 
feared a breach of faith, which 
indeed actually occurred. A 
scheme of mutual operations ex- 
isted only in the roughest out- 
lines. 

The deployment of the Austro- 
Hungarian armies on the further 
side of the river San was justified 
only if they felt themselves su- 
perior to the Russian Army with- 
out outside help, as many Austro- 
Hungarian officers believed, or if 
we could cross the river Narew 
simultaneously with strong forces. 
But this we were not in a position 
to do, as the last army bill had 
not granted us the three extra 
army corps for which the general 
staff had hoped. 

Condemns Italy’s War Acts. 

Further, we now had also to 
make up on ‘the western front for 
Italy’s defalcation. According to 
former military engagements with 
Italy, three Italian army corps 
and two cavalry divisions were to 
help in Alsace, whilst the main 
body of the army, minus the coast 
defense forces, were to he assem- 
bled on the Franco-lItalian fron- 
ties. Simultaneously, the fleet was 
to endeavor to cut France off from 
her colonies in North Africa. 

These arrangements were in 
force for some time—but subse- 
quently lapsed. Then at the ex-

of the Italian General Staff, these 
plans were once more worked at. 

Gen. Pollio died in the sum- 
mer of 1814—shortly before ths 
outbreak of war. There was not 
the least necessity for France to 
leave even a single soldier on her 
southeast frontier: she could em- 
ploy every soldier against us, for 
she knew perfectiy well that Italy 
would not come into the war on 
our side. 

Our former ality thus did us 
untold harm. Her attitude to- 
ward England was not to be mis- 
understood. Animosity certainly 
existed between Italy and Austria- 
Hungary, but although tNis was 
of long standing, it did not pre- 
vent Italy entering into an alli- 
ance with us and Austria-Hun- 
gary. This alliance brought Italy 
many advantages, and we natur- 
ally expected that she would feel 
under an obligation to us. 

A healthy national egoism is 
easy to understand, and is found 
in every nation. But there are 
certain ethical laws which must 
not be violated, and that is pre- 
cisely what Italy did.

The Eighth Army at this time 
could quite easily have sent some 
corps to the Western Front.

was unfortunately retreating, 
completely defeated, across. the 
San with terrible losses. The 
Russians were following them up.

Silesia seemed 
possible. The Austro-Hungarian 
Army would have to be supported 
if it were not to be annihilated. 
An advance of the Eighth Army 
across the Narew, the operation 
which had been planned at the 
beginning of September, would 
now have been useless.

In spite of the danger that Rus- 
sia would bring up fresh forces in 
a further attempt to invade the 
unfortunate province ef East 
Prussia, only weak forces should 
be left for its protection.

Even during 
the operations arrangements had 
been made to strengthen and ex- 
tend the defenses of Lotzen and 
the Lakes.

Gen. von Moltke was 
deeply moved by the state of af- 
fairs in the West. 

That was my last official con- 
versation with this remarkable 
man. He had a keen grip of mill- 
tary affairs, and could handle a 
great plan of campaign with ex- 
traordinary « mastery. But he 
lacked vigor and his inclinations 
were more pacifist than warlike. 
I can recall many of my inter- 
views with him. 

At the beginning of the war his 
health had been seriously affected 
by two cures at Carlsbad, which 
he underwent within a period ofa 
few months.

Hindenburg Used His Plans. 

On the evening of Sept. 14 I 
took leave of Gen. von Hindenburg

I left Insterburg on the morning 
of Sept. 15, traveling by car 
through Graudenz and Thorn to 
Breslau, my destination. I knew 
absolutely nothing about my new 
sphere of action. It seemed to me 
more limited than my previous 
one, but I soon found that I had a 
great and important field for my 
activities. 

The journey to Breslau was not 
I went through 
Allenstein and had dinner at thes 
same hotel in which I had lived. 
Life had already resumed its old 
course as in times of peace. I 
was in Graudenz by the afternoon, 
and traveled through wind and 
rain, via Bromberg to Posen, where 
I arrived in pitch darkness and 
spent the night. 

I was connected in many ways 
with the province and town of Po- 
sen. My father, who was descend- 
ed from a family of Pomeranian 
nerchants, lived there until after 
the Franco-Prussian War of 1870- 
1871. I myself had been stationed 
at Posen, and was giad to see it 
again. I was there from 1902 un- 
til 1904, as senior staff officer of 
the corps command of the Fifth 
Corps. 

While holding this posRion (and 
also my previous one of senior 
staff officer of the Ninth Division 
at Glogau) I had an opportunity 
of seeing the difficulties that sur- 
round the administration of this 
province. I had been in the dis- 
trict of Jarotchin and -Pleschen 
for maneuvers. 

Poland Shows “No Gratitude.” 

Poland has shown us no grati- 
tude for what we have done for 
her. Those who had repeatedly 
warned Germany against her as- 
pirations were quite right. With 
deep grief I see my native province 
faced with a period of much diffi- 
culty and sorrow. 

On the morning of September 16 
I arrived in Breslau. A telegram 
came almost immediately, saying 
that General Headquarters agreed 
to my proposal of thre evening of 
the 14th. Gen. von Hindenburg, 
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with the bulk of the Fighth Arnty, 
was to march immediately to the 
support of the Austrian army in 
Upper Silesia.
